Justice Harlan delivered the apinfon of the
supreime ecourt In the caxp of Penninglon
Apcrinst the state of Ceorgin, Involving the
oonstitutionality of the state law prohibit-
Ing the ruining of frelght cars In Georgla
on Sunday. The opinlon held the law to be

valld.
] Justice Harlan sald the leglslature had a
|rls.:1" to dosigriute a day of the week when

| all labor should be euspended and It could
not be cluimed that the working day had
been  deeslgnated. The state law was not,
he soald, directed at Interstate commerce,
but was metoly a rule of elvll conduct mnd it
must he respected untll supergeded by some
natlonal law with which It wias in confiiot,
Héneo the declalon of the supreme court was
afMlrmaed, The chlef Justice and Justice
White dissented, on the ground that the lnw
conflicts with the Interstate commerco law.
Tho supreme court, in the case of Martha
Barnitz agalnst John L. Beverly, in error to
the supreme court of Kandas, reversad the
declslon of the lower court. The opinlon
wna dellvered by Justice Shiras. This case
was brought on a note for $1,6500 and Intereat,
but Its decision Involves the emmstitutionality
of the mortgage redemption law of Kansas
of 18938, and is far reaching In effect. The
case was twice heard In the statp supreme
court, The oplnlon in the last hearing wis In
Beverly's favor, holding the act in question
to be “applicable and valid in case of con-
tracts made before and after Its passage.”
The supreme court reversed this declalon,
holding that no law wns valld which pro-
soribed the modo of onforeing a contract in
existence when the law was enacted.

Thoe gquestion
at lsaue 1s the genuinencss of the allegsd
will of ex-Juldge Advocate John Josoph Hoit
of Kentucky, which waa found In the malle
of the reglstrar of wills here Jast  year,
Judge Holt, who dled In August, 1804, was
supposed o have died Intestate and the val-
Ity of the alloged will, whose mysterlous
Mzappenranee caused  wllespread Interest,
haa been vigorously contasted, A notable

array of counsel was present,

The beneficiaries under the alleged will
are Miss Josephine Holt Throckmorton and
Miss Lizzie Hines of Kentucky, betweon
whom the estate was equally divided. Luke
Deviin, a War department clerk, was named
an executor, and for these appeared ox-Con-
gressman B, J. Butterworth, J. J. Darlington
and Blair Lee. The coun=el for the helrs-
at-law are ex-Congresemnn Jere Wilson, ex-

The
maln questions In digpute are the additional
contracts autherlzed by the senate.

The senoto amendments authorizlng econ-
tracta to the extent of $1.173,000 for Bayou
Plaquemine, Loulsiapna, and the house pro-
vision of $315,000 for the Calcaslen river,
Lounlwiana, togotheor with the Delaware river
projects, the boat rallway on the Columbia
river and the Lake Unlon and Washington
canal at Seattle, Wash,, are the malin points
atill in dispute.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—The foreign sia-
tistics gathered by the Agricultural depart-

ment show the erop conditions throughout
the year. The summary follows:
Great Brituin—The erop outlook overy-

whers 18 good and promises a harvest about
two weeks earlier than usual.  This would
Miminish the imports for the remainder of
the current cercal year by about 65,000,000
busliels,

Fraonce—With normal w er in which to
harvest the erop, wheit will moro than suflice
lor Home tequirements. A surplus for ex-
port is ¢onfidently predicted by French agri- |
cultural jourpals and statisticlans, some ex-
pecting that It will amount to 40,000,000
bushels. This auantity wouid affect prices,
cspecially it the French govermmoent should
pay a bounty an exports.
